The 
closest prior art reference, Zucker-Franklin et al. (The Lancet, vol. 349, p. 999, 1997), teaches 
screening of 1 00 healthy potential blood donors for the presence of HTLV-I Tax DNA by PCR, 
and testing the donors for the presence of antibodies to the Tax protein, but does not teach screening 
for the presence of HTLV-I Tax DNA without prior testing for HTLV-I antibodies.
